A Speedy Locomotive This. 


"If the new engine I am about to 


have constructed is not capable of mak- 
ing 100 miles an hour I'll give her away 
to the first person I meet." 


This astounding statement was made 


by Mr. Jackson Richards, the master 
mechanic of the Philadelphia and Bead- 
bag railroad. Mr. Richards has been 
working on his latest invention for tb 
past ten years, and a few days ago th 
drawings were completed and the pat 
ent was applied for. 


In outward appearance the new loco- 


motive will not differ materially from 
the speedy engines now used. The pe 
culiarity of construction lies in the faci 
that instead of the two cylinders as uset 
at present there will be four. One cylin 
der will be located on each side of the 
locomotive frame as at piesent, and tho 
other two will be cast in what is known 
as the cylinder saddle. The inside pau 
of cylinders are to be in one piece ant 
will lie on an angle. The outside cylin- 
ders are to be horizontal as nt present. 
The fonr cylinders will entirely over- 
come what is known to engineers as the 
dead center, and the engine will be per- 
fectly balanced without any counter- 
balance in the wheels. 


This latter improvement will, to a 


large degree, do away with the vioioxts 
pounding which has proved so destruc- 
tive to modern roadbeds. The perfect 
balancing of tbe engine will be largely 
due to the working of the two cylin- 
ders so near her center, and tliese same 
cylinders, working as they do from such 
a central point of vantage, will help out 
in the matter of speed to a great degree.

Twenty-four calls were recently re- 


ceived at the telephone office for connec- 
tion with a local church in an English 
town, and as the number of subscribers 
there probably numbered not more than 
sixty, it is evident that the privilege of 
hearing the sermon without going to the 
church for it was appreciated. In many 
of the large towns in England, especially 
in Manchester, Nottingham, Stafford, 
Wolverhampton, the church telephone 
service has come to be quite an institu- 
tion.—New York Recorder.

Farming Does Fay Sonietltr^Ls. 


"Well, I suppose you have heard a 


great many big stories of otir wonderful 
crop," remarked Hon. Thomas Simpson, 
of Winona, "but I have just heard one 
which I know is true and which well 
indicates the greatness of this 3'ear's crop 
in the grains besides wheat." Mr. Simp- 
son then related to the reporter the his- 
tory of two Winona boys in South Da- 
kota this summer, withholding the names 
of the young men. 
Last spring they 


rented 3,300 acres in South Dakota at 
fifty cents an acre and put in a crop of 
flax. From this farm they obtained 
50.000 basliels of flax, an average of a 
little over fifteen bushels to the acre. 
Selling this at ninety-five cents per 
bufchel the joung farmers realized $47,- 
.300. 
Their estimated expense was five 


dollais per acre, or $10,000, and this, de- 
ducted from the gross receipts, leaves a 
profit or $31,500 for one summer's work 
for two young men. 
The grain is now 


in the elevators.—St. Paul Pioneer Press.

BOW THEY STAND ON BILVJKK. 
The New York Press, a radical, red'hot 


gold bug paper, has canvassed the entire 
Fifty-Second 
Congress on the silver 


question, and gives tlio result, based on 
replies in writing and verbal statements 
of tl<e Congressmen. 
It says an over- 


whelming majority of the Republican 
party in Congress, as of (.lie nation, 
is pledged ,to maintain the single gold 
standard at all hazards and limit the out- 
put of silver, while the Democratic party, 
in Congress and out of it, is equally 
committed to the policy of more money 
and unlimited silver coinage. 


In the last Congress 101 Democratic 


Representative* in the House voted for 
free coinage. The Republicans killed 
the bill. The present Congress has in 
the House 23? Democrats, 88 Republic- 
ans and 8 Farmers1 Alliance. 
Of the 345 


Democrats and Farmers' Allinnce mem- 
bers 162 are in favor of nnd will pass a 
free coinage bill. 


The Senate" is Republican by eight ma- 


jority, that la, there are 48 Republican 
Senators, 89 Democratic Senators and 2 
Farmers' Alliance. Eighteen Republic- 
ans, 35 Democrats and both the Farmers' 
Alliance Senators favor free coinage, 
making a total of 55. Thirty Republicans 
and three Democrats oppose unlimited 
coinage. 


In this connection it may be interest- 


ing to state that Senator Hill of New 
York is quoted by the Press as being ab- 
solutely in favor of free coinage. 


The Press consoles itself with tho hope 


that enough voles cannot be mustered in 
the Senate to pass a free coinage bill 
over the President's veto. 
It bases it§ 


hope on the belief that some of the Re- 
publican Senators who favor frea coinage 
will vote to sustain the veto. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


KA1LROAD 
TELEGRAPH LINES. 


The Act of Congress nnthorizing the 


construction of Pacific railroads, nml sub- 
sidizing the same, provided tbal tele- 
graph lines should be maintained nloag 
such roads, by and through their respec- 
tive corporate offiVeii. for railroad, gov- 
ernmental, eoinnietcial and other pur- 
poses. For years nfter the Un'ua and 
Central Pacific Railroai's wero built both 
roads maintained such lines, and, in fact, 
objected to the erection of telegraph 
lines on their right of way by tho West 
ern Union Telegiuph Company. 
There 


was lively opposition between tlio rail- 
road and Western Union Telegraph Com- 
panies for some years, the commercial 
business on the railroad lines having 
been transacted under the name of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company. 
In 1878 the two telegrapn lines were 
consolidated, the Western Union busi- 
ness, except in a few instances, being 
transacted in the railroad offices. 


In 1888, Congress passed an Act re- 


quiring all railroads 
subsidized by 


the Government, to maintain lines for 
commercial purposes. 
The Attorney 


General, as required by the Act, has 
brought five suits to compel compliance 
with its provisions, but tho courts have 
not yet rendered a decision in any of the 
case's. 


It would be of incalculable benefit to 


the people to have separate telegraph 
lines maintained along 
the tailroad. 


Rates would be lower and news would 
be cheaper; more operators would have 
to be employed, and possibly the service 
would be improved. 


A FAVORAB1.K OUTLOOK. 


A Washington dispatch says Bland, 


the silver man, is booked for the Chair- 
manship of the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures 
This is the 


Committee to which nil bills relating to 
coinage are referred. 
As made up by 


C/.ar Reed in the last Congress, it was 
controlled by the gold men, who held the 
free coinage bill passed by the Senate, 
until Mr. Bartine exhausted himself in 
advocacy of it, and then reported against 
it. With Bland Chairman of that Com- 
mittee, a free coinage bill is certain to be 
reported 
to the House, as he has ever 


been an unfaltbring 
and unflinching 


friend of the debased metal. 


Senator Stewart, the untiring and en- 


ergetic advocate of free coinage, has in- 
troduced a bill to provide foi tho free 
coinage of bullion, silver and y<>ld. 
It 


is the first bill on the Senate calendar, 
and it was laid on the table so that it can 
be called up at any time. 


The outlook now is favorable for the 


full remonetization 
of 
silver, -which 


means the restoration of prosperity, not 
only to Nevada, but to the whole Pacific 
Coast With the mints open to silver, on 
an equality with gold, the population of 
Nevada would soon be doubled, and in- 
stead of miners and others leaving the 
State to seek' employment elsewhere, 
there would be a demand for labor 
throughout Nevada, and mining camps 
now deserted, -would again be populated 
and prosperous.

The Chinese Must Go, 


WA«HIHQTON, 
December 10. —Senate 


Stewart to-day introduced a bill supple 
mental to tho Cninese Exclusion Act. 
I 


makes it unlawful, after the passage of th 
Act, for a Chinese laborer to enter o 
remain in the United States for any pur 
pose whatever. 


In the Act it is provided that it shall pro 


elude the entry into the United States, no 
only of Chinese laborers who never have 
been here, but of all who have been here 
and departed; also all Chinese persons who 
may desire to pass through or over the 
United States for any purpose whatever, 


Senator Oallom also introduced a bill on 


tbe same subject. It provides for ten 
years after the passage of the Act the com 
ing of 
Chinese laborers to the United 


States be luspended. Daring soon time i 
shall be unlawful for any Chinese laborer 
to come,or,having so come, to remain with 
in the United States. Every Chinese It- 
borer who may be entitled by the treaty ol 
1880, or this Act, to come within the 
United States, shall obtain admission of 
and be identified as so entitled, by the 
Chinese Government, of which, atthettmr, 
such Chinese shall be a subject. This oer 
tifloate shall be revised by tbo Unitec 
States or Consular Representative. 
The 


provisions of this Act apply to all Chinese, 
except Diplomatic or Consalnr officers »:ir 
their attendants. 
Chinese found nnl 


fully within the United States shall be jr. 
moved to China. 
Chinese now in thin 


country must obtain a certificate within 
ninety days. 


Estimated Appropriations, 


WASHINGTON, December 10.—Secretary 


Foiter to-day transmitted to tbe Speaker 
of tbe House for tho information of Con 
greas, estimates of appropriations required 
for the fiscal year of 1893, as furnished by 
the heads of the several executive depart- 
ments. Some of tbe detailsoro of interest. 


The estimate for the army and navy is 


$147,064,550, which is a decrease from the 
amount appropriated on account of the 
pensions for the fiscal year ending Jnne 
30tb, 1892, which includes tbe deficiency 
appropriation of $29,350,598. The amount 
of estimates under the general head of the 
naval establishment is $26,865,654, which 
ia something over $5,000,000 less than the 
present appropriation. 
Nearly all this re- 


duction la made in tbe estimate for an in- 
crease in the navy, the estimate for this 
it«ta being $12,260,855. For a building for 
tbe library of Congress, $1,035,000 is 
asked. 
Senator Paddock Introduces the First

WASHINGTON, December 10.— Senator 


Paddock of Nebraska had the diatinotion 
of having introduced the first bill in this 
Congress. It provides for the organiza- 
tion of a section in the Department of Ag- 
riculture to he known as the food section 
of the chemical division, whose duty it 
shall be to prevent the adulteration and tbe 
miabranding of food, drags, eto.

COINAGE EILIl. 


Senator Stewart to-day introduced a bill 


providing for the free coinage of gold and 
silver bullion. It ia a copy ot the hill in< 
trodnoed by Flumb during the last Con- 
gress on the satua subject, with certain 
amendments. One of these is that bullion 
deposited iu the mints shall be coined into 
standard dollars only, and net in part made 
into bais. Another amendment provides 
that the certificate issue shall be oE denom- 
inations of not less than one nor more than 
tea thousand dollars, instead of not less 
than one nor more than one hundred dol 
lars. 


A Frightful Death. 


BOMBAY, 
December 
10.—Lieutenant 


Mansfield, who gained quite a reputation 
by thrilling parachute descents from a great 
height, met with a horrible death here to- 
day. Only a short time ago he made a 
descent of 11,000 feet safely. To-day an 
enormous erowd gathered at Victoria 
Gardens to watch him repeat the feat. 
When the Hajloon had reached a height of 
about 400 feet it burst, and immediately 
began to fall to the earth, Mansfield could 
not disengage the parachute as U was en- 
tangled in the ropes and 
came to tbe 


ground with an awfnl force and was 
instantly killed, the body being mangled 
in a horrible manner.
